THE NEW TROOPS ARE NOT IN CONDITION TO GO JUST AT PRESENT 


They Have Not Been Equipped, and Have Not Been Drilled 


Enough—Not Much Dependence Put in the Insur- 
gents—Santiago de Cuba Will Probably Be 
Attacked by Land Forces.

Washington, May 2.—(Special.)—At no time since the war began, with the pos- 
sible exception of Admiral Dewey’s victory, have the authorities here been better 
satisfied with the situation than today. 

They have positive knowledge that Cervera is locked up in Santiago harbor 
and the former reports which they had received from Schley’s scouts have been 
fully corroborated by most reliable information from a source which they regard 
as of great value; and in addition to all this, they point to Sampson's presence 
at Key West as absolutely confirming their information. 

There is necessarily the most perfect understanding between Schley and 
Sampson and the latter’s presence off Havana is regarded by the department 
as meaning that he is absolutely certain Schley has the enemy bottled up. If 
it was otherwise, Sampson would not be there# 

After the Costa Rican scare of Friday night, this certainty that the Spanish 
coon has been treed has brought distinct relief to the president and those upon 
whose shouléers the conduct of the war rests.

feel certain they all are there.

A mistake by a subordinate under Admiral Cervera 
caused the predicament of the Spanish fieet. The Spanish admiral, it is be- 
Heved, was ready to slip away agaim when the subordinate reported that he saw 
American warships outside wtetiins his départure. The admiral at once cabled 
the fact to Captain General Blaneo and then decided to remain.

Now that Cervera is bottled up, it is certain that the long-expected movement 
on Cuba will come in the very near future. There is everything to indicate that 
a landing is to be made within a few days—perhaps a few hours—but where; by 
whom and when, the army officials refu se absolutely to say. 

In view of what the president and General Miles have said heretofore, it does 
not seem probable that there will be an immediate movement of the volunteer 
army. The volunteers are necessarily very raw yet, and but a comparatively 
small percentage of these commands have proper equipments. It can be put down 
as werttia. however, that the regulars are to go soon,, and that Wood's Rough 
Riders and the immune regiments will follow at once. Before -Colonel Wood left 
here he told me that he had assurances that his command would be among the 
earliest -to go. Today he and his terrors left Gan Antonio headed for Tampa. 

Most army men *who talk say they believe the first move will be toward San- 
ase de Guba. The object of this would, of course, bé to surround that town and 
force the speedy capitulation of the fleet. It is figured that this would require a 
comparatively small force, as this sailten of Cuba is under the control of the in- 
surgents. The country is mountainous, but a landing could be effected at some 
of the more healthy points in central C uba, the movement at Havana to come

Army Must Be Properly Equipped. 


The war department is making its calculations on the basis of meeting one hun- 
dred and forty thousand troops. They are not banking on much assistance from 
the insurgents. All military men indorse the idea of the head of the British army, 
who declared it would be utter folly to send our army against Havana until it is 
properly equipped, and in a sense, at least, seasoned. The president has said he 
follow his military advisors, who take the same position.

NOW NEGOTIATING AN ALLIANCE 


Washington Correspondent of London 
Telegraph, Sends the Story. 
Lendon, May 30.—The Washington cor- 


respondent of The Daily Telegraph, tele- 
graphire Sunday, says: 


“T have just learned from a high author- 
ity in the state department that important 
preliminary steps toward an  Anglo- 
American alliance have already been taken. 
How far these negotiations, if they can 
yet be called that, have proceeded, it is not 
easy to ascertain, for naturally strict se- 
cresy is maintained, but my information is 
that the preliminary suggestions have been 
made and that the subject of such an alli- 
ance is practically before the two govern- 
ments in sOme shape. 

“The recent visits paid by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote to the state department have 
not, it seems, had reference altogether to 
the Canadian negotiations. According to 
my authority the features of the proposed 
alliance now being considered are these: 

“ ‘Great Britain is to recognize the Mon- 
roe doctrine, to attempt Mo increase of her 
territorial possessions in the western hemis- 
phere, and to indorse the American con- 
struction of that doctrine. 

“ "The United States is to build the Nica- 
raguan canal and Great Britain is to have 
the use of it in time of war.

Washington, May 29.—Having decided at

; ne of the members of, the 
committee undertake to predict the exact 
date of the senate’s conclusion of its work. 
There is still a number of speeches to be 
made on the bill and upon amendment. 

It is probable that there will be more or 
less debate on the Lodge amendment for 
the annexation of Hawali, and the Morgan 
amendment relating generally to the gOv- 
ernment of annexed territory. Both Sena- 
tors Lodge and Morgan announce their in- 
tention to make speeches on the subjects 
involved, and senators espousing the oppo- 
site view declare their purpose to reply if 
the subject is opened. 

Republicans generally predict that Sena- 
tor Lodge will refrain from pressing his 
amefidment, and it is the general ‘opinion 
that he will, at least, not go to the extent 
of asking a vote upon it, ané@ thus sub- 
jecting it to a motiori to lay on the table. 

Whenever the final vote is reached on the 
revenue bill there is no longer much doubt 
as to the shape in which it will be passed 
by the senate. The decisive vote of Satur- 
day on the corpofation tax amendment ren- 
ders it quite certain that all the democratic 
amendments will be eliminated from the bill, 
and that the republican suggestion for the 
issuance of $300,000,000 in bonds and $100,000,- 
000 in time certificates, will be substituted 
for the house bond and certificate provision. 
The general impression about the senate is 
that the house will accept the majority of 
the senate amendments and that conse- 
quently the bill will not be long in confer- 
ence, 

With the revenue bill disposed, there may 
be an effort to secure an independent ex- 
pression on Hawaiian annexation, but this 
will depend upon future developments. The 
conference reports on appropriation bills 
will also be in order. There will be sev- 
eral of these, the sundry civil being the 
most important. 

The house will not be in session tomorrow, 
having adjourned to Tuesday because of 
Memorial Day. The consideration of the 
Hawaiian annexation resolutions by the 
house this week is possible, but not assured. 

Speaker Reed stands ready to favor the 
resolutions full right of way in the house 
if they pass the senate, but is opposed to 
sending them through the house and forc- 
ing them on the senate because, he con- 
tends, it would precipitate a fight there 
that would prolong indefinitely the session, 
and end likely in the whole matter finally 
going over to next winter. Especially is 
he opposed to forcing the Hawalian issue 
to the front until the revenue bill is through 
the senate. It is stated upon high authori- 
ty that the other republican members of 
the committee on rules are in accord with 
the speaker’s position, notwithstanding they 
favor, as he does not, the annexation prop- 
osition. Consequently, consideration of the 
resolutions early in the week is not to be 
expected, and consideration late in the week 
is improbable. There is still talk of @ re-, 
publican caucus to consider the question, 
and one may be held. 

The general deficiency bill may be report- 
ed during the week, but owing to the de- 
velopment of new demands upon the war 
and navy departments, notably the former, 
incident to the war, the bill may be withheid 
until mearer the close of the session. The 
bill so far as it relates to ordinary defi- 
ciencies, has been ready six weeks. 

Conference reports upon the sundry civil, 
postoffice, Indian and District of Columbia 
appropriation bills may be expected at most 
any day, though the sundry civil may be 
delayed until after the attention of Senator 
Allen, of the finance committee. An effort 


to pass the anti-scalping bill will be made 


during the week. Bills of minor importance 
will be pushed by members generally. 


McKINLEY HAS A QUIET DAY.

Washington, May 29.—The president had 
a comp4ratively quiet day. In conformity 
with his custom, he atfended church tn the 
morning, accompanied by a relative from 
Canton, now in the city. Secretary Alger 
and Adjutant General Corbin were with 
him a short time during the morning, dis- 
cussing some matters of military conse- 
quence, and Secretary Long also called, but 
did mot see the chief executive. In the af- 
ternoon the president took a drive in the su- 
burbs.

FOOD IS SCARE IN SANTIAGO 


Two Italians Say Cervera Landed Men 
and Rifles. 


Port au Prince, Hayti, May 29.—Two Ital- 

fans who set out from Santiago de Cuba 
ix a small boat on Thursday, May 19th, 
and landed near Mole St. Nicholas on the 
22d, arrived here today bringing informa- 
tion as to the situation at Santiago. 

The state of affairs there is critical, par- 
tidularly so because of the lack of 
food. A great many of the unfortunate 
people, especially the reconcentrados, are 
dying of starvation. The whole popula- 
tion is terribly discouraged and keenly 
desirous of peace. 

The arrival of the squadron under Cer- 
vera without food supplies in the city cre- 
ated the general despondency. 

The squadron has disembarked 800 men, 
artillerymen and engineers and landed 
20,000 Mauser rifles, a large quantity of am- 
munition and four big guns, destined for 
the fortifications. 

In spite of the strict silence maintained 


by the officers and crew, the general im- 
pression was, when the Italians left, that 
the squadron would set out for San Juan 
de Porto Rico to obtain supplies and land 
ammunition there. 

For several days the rain had been fall- 
ing in torrents and many cases of fever 
had broken out among the Spanish troops.

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A Thimbleful of Advice. 

The New York Times is now engaged 
In the laborious but apparently pleasing 
task of sifting the issues and lining up 
the two old parties. It says that protec- 
tion is dead and that the silver question 
is likewise defunct. All this being fixed 
and arranged in the mind of tae editor, 
he turns to the party in New York state 
and informs it that it carries the destiny 
of the national party, as the gambler 
carries his extra card—up its sleeve. It 
id this extra and unknown card that is 
to determine the result of the game, or 
to be more exact, the fate of the nation- 
al party. 

If The Times intends to suggest or 
even remotely insinuate that the demo- 
cratic party intends to place itself once 
more under the dominion of the “rivotal 
state’ theory, it is laboring under a de 
lusion that is likely to cripple its tnflu- 
ence with its readers. That question 
was settled once for all by the conven- 
tion that nominated Mr. Bryan. The ed- 
itor of The Times knows what sort of a 
figure the New York delegation cut in 
that convention when it sought to con- 
trol the party and to commit the organ!- 
zation to the old lies and straddles that 
had been worn threadbare. Well, just 
such a figure the New York leaders will 
cut in the next convention should they 
refuse to indorse or accept the democratic 
principles set forth in the Chicago plat- 
form. 

If it be said that the convention will 
make a platform of its own, we grant it.

If we may be so bold as to present a 
thimbleful of advice to the democrats of 
New York, we suggest that they get into 
line with the Chicago platform. On that 
platform they will be sure of wielding 
the influence that is justly theirs, 
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antl A Precious Word. 

We referred yesterday to one of the 
new cat-calls that have become a part 
of the precious possessions of the news- 
paper brethren to the north of us. An 
example is to be found in The Boston 
Transcript. “It ts certainly becoming 
difficult,” remarks that staid compen- 
dium of Boston’s sweetness and light, 
“to fix limits to the spread of the con- 
tagion of imperialism.” 

The story of an old lady who wept co- 
piously over the blessed word “‘Mesopo- 
tamia” isa very mild joke compared with 
the strain which the portentous word 
“imperialism” has imposed on the sensi- 
bilities of the brethren. The truth is, 
however, that they have manufactured a 
phantom and are now afraid of it. But 
nobody else need be afraid. The word 
has no meaning whatever when applied 
to any American policy. It has a very 
definite meaning when applied to the 
plans and policies of an empire, such as 
that of Germany, or Russia, or to a mon- 
archy, such as that of England. We 
speak of these nations as empires, there- 
fore their policies are imperial, and the 
results of them imperialism. But the re- 
public is not an empire except in the fancy 
of poets, and when we see grave editors 
talking about imperialism in connection 
with any American policy, we can only 
lament the growth and extent of the 
cigar habit and the decadent effects of 
modern culture, so-called, 

Nevertheless, we are willing to com- 
promise with these brethren and allow 
them the undisturbed use of their pre- 
cious word “imperialism,” if they will 
consent to forego their present custom 
of using the word “provincialism” when 
they mean provinciality and nothifig else. 


A Fallacy Exposed. 

Professor Jerome Dowd, in The June 
Forum, discusses with some degree of 
bluntness what he calls the “textile war 
between the north and the south.” He 
begins by exposing the fallacy which 
prevails among modern economists, viz, 
that cheap labor is always and every- 
where inefficient; that the capitalist who 
employs high-priced labor has the ad- 
vantage over-the capitalist who employs 
low-priced labor. Mr. Atkinson told 
us this in his recent speech in Atlanta, 
and the same theory has been employed 
for several years to lull the New Eng- 
land manufacturers to sleep, 

The fallacy lies in the wholsale appli- 
cation of the theory. Mr. Atkinson 
and the rest—he is in the best of com- 
pany—contend that cheap tabor must 
necessarily be inefficient—or at least 
more inefficient than high-priced labor; 
that beeause this is so when the com- 
parison is made between the mill opera-

han money in actfal wages, hand for 
hand, than the New England workers. 
The reason they spend more money is 
because they have more money to spend. 

And we desire to state here for the 
benefit of our New England contempora- 
ries that the cheaper cost of living in 
the south does not involve poorer living. 
The mill hands here have more comforts 
as well as more luxuries than the New 
England operatives, and they are there- 
fore more contented. 

As to efficiency, we do not suppose 
that any one will be co extravagant as to 
Claim that the average hands in New 
England display any more efficiency than 
those of the south. If so, the statement 
will be utterly repudiated by men who 
have had experience both in New Eng- 
land and in the south. 

Meanwhile, it is nearly time for an- 
other reduction of wages in New Eng- 
land—or, for what amounts to the same 
thing—a summer shut-down. 


Russia’s Great Railway System. 

On account of the widespread interest 
attendant upon the present war the 
world has taken little note of the prog- 
ress which Russia has made within the 
past few months in the building of her 
great trans-Siberian railway system. We 
may improve the opportunity offered by 
the existing Jull in naval affairs to in- 
quire briefly into the status of this tre- 
mendous enterprise. 

Up to the close of the past year some 
2,540 miles of track had been laid from 
the town in eastern Russia which bears 
the unpronounceable name of ‘T'schelia- 
binsk to some obscure point in Siberia. 
If the work is not interrupted, it is 
thought that by the ist of September 
trains will be in operation between St. 
Petersburg and Irkutsk, covering consia- 
erably more than half of the entire 
length of the proposed system. Be- 
tween St. Petersburg and Tscheliabinsk 
trains have been in operation for some 
time past; and, while the lines included 
between ‘these two points belong to the 
proposed system, they do not represent 
any of the labor which has lately been 
expended. Two years must yet elapse 
before the terminus is reached at Viadi- 
vostock on the Pacific coast. When 
that time arrives, Russia will be the 
proud possessor of the greatest railway 
system on the globe, stretching over 
6,500 miles. Up to the close of thw ‘past 
year the sum of $150,000,000 had been ex- 
pended in the work. 

We learn from The Pall Mall Gazette 
that the ambitious enterprise which Rus. 
sia has undertaken in building the trans- 
Siberian railway system was first con- 
ceived in 1854, at which time Russia 
came into possession, of large tracts of 
territory in Asia. More than sixteen 
years elapsed before the route of the 
proposed system was surveyed, while 
the work of actual construction did not 
commence until the coronation of the 
present czar, some two or three years 
ago. Of course Russia’s plan in prose- 
cuting this tremendous enterprise is to 
further her imperial interests and to 
bring the continent of Asia within the 
sphere of her governmental influence. 
Her Pacific squadron is at present locat. 
ed in the waters adjacent to the terminus 
of the proposed system at Vliadivostock. 
‘But Russia’s idea is to have still another 
terminus at Port Arthur, her teason for 
this being that in winter the waters at 
Viadivostock are frequently blocked up 
with ice, while at Port Arthur they are 
always open. 

Much of the region through which the 
proposed system will penetrate is exceed- 
ingly rough, which make sthe work of 
construction not only slow but expen- 
sive. Up to the present time the work of 
construction has cost not less than $70,- 
000 per mile. When completed, this 
great enterprise willjopen up to com- 
merce and to sightseers one of the most 
picturesque countries on the_ gldbe. 
Schemes are already on foot for con- 
structing lines to Alaska which will con- 
nect by means of ferry boats with the 
terminus of the trans-Siberian railway 
system, thus opening up another high- 
way of travel around the globe. Some 
of the bridges already built along the 
line of the proposed system are colossal 
structures, one being 3,000 feet long, four 
2,000 feet long and fifteen 700 feet long. 
One of the bridges, yet to be erected, wil! 
be not less than 9,000 feet long. Some- 
thing over 70,000 men are almost con- 
stantly employed in ‘the work of con- 
struction. 

Such in brief is the present status of 
the trans-Siberian railway system. When 
the twentieth century dawns it will 
doubtless be in operation.

“Phe soll, the water, the almost end- 
less sunshine from season to season in 
these Georgian ‘highlands. and above 
all things the wonderful Bermuda 
grass, which supplies en unfailing food 
supply from January ist to December ist 
for wool-bearing animals, should make 
this region the home of perhaps the 
largest sheep-growing interest on the 
whole American continent. All the ele- 
ments have here.combined to invite the 
industry of wool @jlture, and a curtail- 
ment of the cotton crop, such as is now 
favored by the capitalized supporters of 
that staple, should, within a very short 
period, result in the stocking of these 
Georgia ranges with innumerable flocks 
of sheep.”

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PASSING THRONG. 


Dr. William B. Boggs, chancellor of the 
State university, passed through Atlanta 
yesterday on his way to Savannah, where 
he will address the branch institution of 
the university, located at that place. Dr. 
Boggs is an enthusiast on college athletics 
and has done much to purify sporte and 
rule out professionalism in the vdrious 
teams of the university. Some years ago 
both in football and baseball, professional 
players were put on the teams and their 
expenses paid through the season, by the 
more ardent enthusiasts among the stu- 
dents who were determined that Georgia 
should win out at any cost. The univer- 
sity was, however, never alone, in this 
game, as her rivals generally managed to 
work in men with questionable reputations 
in places on the teams that would other- 
wise be weak. A decided change has taken 
place at the university in this respect; 
the better element having come forward 


and demanded pure athletics, and the re- } 


sult has been that for the past two years 
the teams of the Georgians have been com- 
posed entirely of bona fide students who 
came to college on their own expense. In 
speaking of the change that has taken 
place in university athletics of recent 
years,. Dr. Boggs said last night: 

**The teams of the university are now made 
up entirely of matriculates who are in 
Athens to attend college, and ag a result 
more interest is taken in athletics by the 
students since any one of them can*train 
for the teams and stand a better chance of 
making them with no one but college men 
for competitors. As a rule, better teams 
have been formed of late than formerly 
because the men composing them are en- 
tirely congenial and work together splen- 
didly. I am as earnest advocate of manly 
sports among the students, so long as the 
practice required for them, does not inter- 
fere with their studies or hinder them from 
attending classes. Many of the best ath- 
letes who have been prominent on the col- 
lege baseball and football teams have alse 
been honor men in their classes. Every 
one knows now that the healthiest and 
strongest man is capable of more brain 
labor than the one who stays in his room 
the day through and never frequents the 
athletic field. A-healthy body is absolutely 
necessary to a healthy mind, and I have 
often had occasion to notice that the ath- 
letic student is quicker and brightey in 
his classes than the man who takes no ex- 
ercise. ‘ 

“The university is naw completing one of 
the most successful terms in its long his- 
tory. Final examinationg are in progress 
in all the classes, having begun this year 
sooner than in a number of terms past. 
The average standing of “the classes has 
been entirely satisfactory, reflecting great 
credit on themselves and their professors. 
The addition of the new science hall to 
the campus has added much to the Ca- 
pacity of the university, giving greater ad- 
vantages to the students pursuing scien- 
tific courses and making the work of the 
college much more complete than in for- 
mer years. I believe we will have a large 
increase of students over the present -year, 
at the opening of the fall term in Sep- 
tember. Many young men from every part 
of the state have written to me for infor- 
mation concerning the courses of study 
they propose to take up, and the university 
is now able to accommodate every one of 
them ully. I predict a splendid term for 
the State university next year.”

He 
keeps his audiences entertained and he 
gives them plenty to think about. 

The Atlanta rally will not be disappoint- 
ing to his friends, which cannot be said 
of some rallies which have been held here 
in the recent past. 

Colonel Candler is perfectly confident of 
winning by a large majority. He says 
there will be no deadlock in the conven- 
tion, and declares that he will have far 
more than enough votes to nominate on 
the first ballot. In his estimate of the 
counties, Colonel Candler is most con- 
servative. He counts nothing which there 
seems the slightest cause to put in the 
doubtful column. With a number of coun- 
ties which are reasonably sure to go for 
him, placed-in the doubtful column, he 
still has a large majority over both his 
opponents, and he has as good a show- 
ing to carry the doubtful counties as they 
have.

WILL HE COME HOME A BRIGADIER ? 


There Is Strong Probability That the 
Governor Will Be Given a 
Commission. 


-.. 


OVERNOR ATKINSON and Adju- 
( zane General Erwin left for Wash- 

ington on the noon train yesterday 
to confer with the war department officials 
relative to the matter of raising another 
force of troops from Georgia. The pri- 
mary reason for the trip to the capital 
is to make some arrangements about the 
money expended by the state in raising 
the first quota, before in¥Volving the state 
in more indebtedness on account of the 
government. 

The governor is anxious to learn just 
what expenses he. is authorized to approve 
and he says he is not willing to spend any 
more of the state’s money until he is as- 
sured that Georgia will be reimbursed for 
every cent. He and Adjutant General Er- 
win took with them the full accounts of 
the raising of the first two regiments from 
Georgia. They expect to secure the ‘in- 
formation desired, but do not anticipate 
reaching a complete settlement with the 
government until later. 

It has been said that the governor's trip 
to Washington is partly to look after his 
| chances for the place of brigadier general, 
but it is said that the governor has never 
made any further effort to secure the 
commission than that of tendering his ser- 
vices. He will be in Washington Tuesday, 
when the additional appointments of brig- 
adier generals from the south are made, 
When asked about the matter yesterday, he 
said he did not wish to be a general unless 
he is given a chance to go to Cuba. 

Cavalry or Infantry. 

Ome matter which the governor wishes 
to determine is whether Georgia’s quota 
of troops under the second, call will be 
for the cavalry or infantry service. The 
chief executive has matured two plans for 
organizing. a second quota,*éach of which 
depends upon the character of troops want- 
ed from this state. As stated in yesterday's 
Constitution, Judge John 8S. Camdler will 
command the troops from Georgia unless 
there is some material change in the pres- 
ent plans. The governor has not announced 
the commanders, but it is his policy to 
never make am announcement except after 
the appointment is made. 

‘ Military Council. 

Another council of war will be held in 
Atlanta directly after the return af the 
governor. ‘The colonels of the different 
regiments will be assembled here and the 
situation will be discussed fully. 

It is sald that Captain Cleveland Will- 
coxom will be made a major to serve in 
the regiment which is to be raised. He is 
now @ captain under Colonel Brown, but 
his promotion is only a matter of oppor- 
tunity. When tere is an opening he will 
be given the place. He is one of the most 
thorough soldiers in the army, and his em- 
inent qualifications would have been rec- 
ognized in the last organization of the 
Georgia troops but for an unfortunate 
circumstance whereby the state was ¢ée- 
prived of two majors. 

There is considerable speculation as to 
whether the present officers of the Fifth 
and Third regiments will go to war with 
their companies. It is understood that the 
officers who gre well capacitated for the 
places now held by them will be allowed to 
retain them. 

Tents fon Georgians. 

Governor AtRinson will, during his stay 
in Washington, make an effort to have a 
large number of tents and other camp 
equipment sent here before he enlists the 
troops. He does not want,to crowd the 
men into little tents and have -hem eo 
without uniforms and he will make an ef- 
fort to have all equipment here before call- 
ing for the troops. He will look after 
numerous matters of detail relative to the 
Georgia volunteers. 

The governors of the different states v. ill 
mot be officially asked to name their colo- 
nels until after tomorrow. The official calls 
may be mailed tomorrow and will probably 
reach the state capitals on Wednesday.

[S THOUGHT TO BE A GOOD IDEA 


Major Ashley Pebbles Is Now Behind 
the Movement, 


GENERAL BROOKE APPROVES THE PLAN 


Major Pebbles Spoke Here Yesterday 
and Will Leave for Washington 
Early This Morning.

Chickamauga for the benefit of the 
volumteers enmeamped there. The matter 
was mentioned last night by Major Ashley 
Pebbles,.of the Salvation Army, and he 
seems greatly enthused over his project. 

He leaves Atlanta this morning for Wash- 
ington, D. C., but he announces that he 
will bring his idea to the attention of the 
public, and says he is sure he can secure 
the subscriptions necessary for such a 
venture. The idea came to him while he 
was in Chattanooga some days ago. 

He visited the camp and saw the 40,000 
soldiers encamped there. He says that in 
talking to one of the soldiers he discovered 
that he had been a member of the Epworth 
League for five yars, and during that time 
had never taken a drink. Major Pebbles 
stated that the soldier told him that after 
coming to camp he had been induced to 
take a drink, and at that time he was drink- 
ing right along with the boys, and en- 
joyed it. : 

In speaking of his project last night, 
Major Pebbles said: . 

“After taking a look over the camp*and 
seeing the numerous crowds of young men 
playing cards and drinking beer, I became 
convinced that it was a bad idea to cast 
them off from the influence of the church 
and at once the idea of establishing a 
Salvation Army tent came to me. 

“I visited the churches of Chattanooga 
and conferred with the pastors. * They 
told me that they would make today in 
their church collections for the benefit of 
the movement. I am confident that I will 
be able to secure the subscriptiong neces- 
sary for the establishing of such a project 
and I will work at the plan until I see it 
in operation. 

“I have told the people of the churches 
in which I have spoken in this city today 
of my plan and they appeared @ be favor- 
ably impressed. I ulready have selected a 
tent. It has been in use as a circus tent 
and will hold easily four or five thousand 
people. In this tent I will thhave books, mag- 
azines, pens, ink and paper. I will induce 
the young men to write to their mothers 
every day. 

“That is the way to handle young men. 
They are more susceptible in that direction 
than girls. Keep them in touch with their 
mothers; don’t let them get from their 
home influence and they will be reared as 
Christians. If they have gone wrong, bring 
them back to mother and you will soon 
have them loving Christ. 

‘I conferred with General Brooke while 
in Chattanooga and he gave me »ermis;ion 
ts establish the tent as soon as ‘I should 
desire.”’ 

Major Pebbles spoke yesterday at ll 
o'clock at Payne Memorial chapel; at 4 
o'clock at the West Bind Methodist church 
and at 8 o’clock last night at the Second 
Baptist church.

The next 
day Conductor Cap Bell, who had heard of 
the trick, boarded a train at Ringgold tu 
take his own train at Chattanooga. On 
the train were the two young men return- 
ing to Atlanta. He arrested Joyce and 
Kernes and turned them over to the au- 
thorities at Chattanooga and notified the 
police department in Atlanta. Detective 
Barrett went to Chattanooga, but the men 
would not leave without requisition papers, 
and these were taken out as quickly as 
possible. >

LARGE VERDICT 1S RENDERED. 


Mrs. Tatum Is Given $6,500 for the 
Death of Her Husband, Hon. 


A. B. Tatum. 

An important and interesting damage 
case was concluded im the city court of 
Athens on Saturday. Mrs. Anne T. Tatum, 
of Trenton, Dade county, brought suit 
against the Seaboard Air-Line railroad for 
$15,000 on account of the death of her hus- 
band, Hon. A. B. Tatum. 

In October, 1897, Mr. Tatum was on a 
train op the Seaboard Air-Line coming 
into Athems from Elberton. Before the 
train reached the Macon and Northern 
tracks, over which the Seaboard Air-Line 
crosses, after passing over one of _the 
largest bridges in the state, spanning the 
Oconee river, the ftlagman of the train 
called the name of the station, Athens, it 
was alleged. 

Mr. Tatum was to get off the train at 
Athens. When the train stopped before 
crossing the other track, it stood on the 
high bridge. Mr. Tatum walked to the 
platform after the flagman called the sta- 
tion, and supposing it was Athens, stepped 
off the train and off the bridge, faling 
a distance of sixty feet. He was killed ly 
the fall. 

Mre. Tatum received $6,500 damages. Mr. 
Burton Smith and Henry C. Tuck repre- 
sented the plaintiff and Judge Erwin and 
Mr. Ed Brown represented the railroad. 

Mr. Tatum was one of the most prominent 
politicians of north Georgia. He had rep- 
resented his county in the legislature and 
in the state senate. He had been a delegate 
to a number of conventions and espectally 
to the gubernatorial conventions held here.

Uncle Sandy Pope, of the DeKalb Poor- 
house, Seen by a Reporter—Won- 
derful Talk of the Old Man.

HERE !ts in the poorhouse of DeKalb 
county an old negro named Sandy PoPe 
who is @ wonderful old creature. 

In the first place “Uncle” Sandy is a par- 
anoic, imagining himself to be a brother of 
the late Jay Gould. He believes he is the 
owner of many millions of dollars and is 
constructing numerous railroad enterprises 
in the south. 

But the old man’s delusion of grandeur, as 
his phase of insanity is denominated by the 
experts on mental troubles, is not the 
Strangest feature of his character, for he 
has @ mind which all who have seen him 
nag is gifted with a supernatural percep- 

Although totally blind and with no known 
Source of information, he can sit down and 
tell you all about the politics of America 
for the past decade, and is able to call over 
the names of many of the celebrities of the 
day. He is famillar with political affairs, 
and can converse entertainingly about the 
president and his cabinet and the leading 
members of congress. ’ 

The old man was seen by a representative 
of The Constitution a few days ago and was 
asked about the war with Spain... He shook 
his nappy gray beard, rolled up his sight- 
less eyes, and replied: 

“Dis war am a@ great ting fur dis kentry, 
but dar gwine ter be a heap ob truble before 
it am all ober wid. Ef de people in Wash- 
ington would jet Marse Sampson alone, as 
dey did Marse*Dewey, dete would be sum 
mighty fine fighting for de kentry, but hit 
‘pears dat Marse Sampson is hampered like 
and ebbery time he make up he mind to 
tackle de Spanish boats de people up in 
Washington tinks dat dey oughter to hab 
a word ter say and when dey hab done say 
hit, den de Spaniards done git clean outern 
de way.” ; 

The poorhouse attaches are confident that 
no one informs the old man.about the war 
or any other matters of current note, and 
they are all at a loss to ascertain how he 
gets hold of names and knows anything 
at all about what is going on. 

Some who have watched the old mafi very 
closely say that they believe he is gifted 
with some sort of second sight, and that 
his knowledge comes to him in a supernat- 
ural way. 

But be this as it may, the old negro in one 
way or another gets hold of a great many 
things of interest at-this time. 

The poorhouse in DeKalb county is about 


, three miles from Decatur. The ride there 


Was easily made a few days ago in a spring 
Wagon, and about the first person seen on 
the grounds was “Uncle” Sandy Pope. He 
Was sitting in the sun nodding, and rose 
quickly when he heard the wagon approach- 
ing. He shambled forward, and, doffing his 
old battered derby, he said, with the accent 
ft the ante bellum slave:

Though blind, he has a wonderful percep- 
tion of sound, and this enables him to get 
about much the same as if he had his eye- 
sight. He was very talkative, especially 
When the question of his immense fortune 
was broached. 

“Yes, Ise Jay Gould’s eldest brother,”’ he

THE RUN WILL BE TWENTY-FIVE MILES 


Large Crowds Will Go Out To Witness 
the Exciting Finish—Road Is . 
Straight and Level. 


will take place this afternoon on the 

famous barracks road. The amateur 
racing men of the city are all in good train- 
ing and the race is going to be one of the 
best ever run in the south. 

The barracks road is in fine shape and 
those who have seen the men train de- 
clare that there is a strong probability of a 
fine record for twenty-five miles beings es- 
tablished. The road is an ideal one and 
the course is so long that it will not be 
necessary to make many turns. The start 
will be made at the barracks gate and the 
racers will go to College Park, then back 
to, West End and then back to College 
Park, then back to the finish at the bar- 
racks gate. This. makes the finish a beau- 
tiful one, for the riders may be seen com- 
ing for nearly a mile and it is down a 
gradual slope. The road is very wide at 
this point and there will not be any danger 
of a spill Owing to the splendid course 
the race, unlike most road races, will be 
well worth watching and it is certain that 
quite a crowd will go out and see the men 
make the finish. 

Road racing is becoming very popular 
with the amateurs in Atlanta and through- 
out the south. Owing to the fact that the 
race is being held in Atlanta, the majority 
of the riders will be Atlanta boys,: but 
they will have some strong opposition from 
riders at other points throughout Georgia 
and Alabama. There are thirty local riders 
entered and also riders from Augusta, Ma. 
con, Jonesboro, Thomaston, Birmingham 
and other points. There will probably be 
forty entries in all and it will be more than 
the most knowing one can do to pick the 
winner. There are some very fast men en- 
tered and many of them have records on 
the road as good as any riders in the coun- 
try. 

The first prize tn the race will be a Day- 
ton racer, given by the Johnson Cycle Com- 
pany, and the time prize will be a twenty- 
five-dollar gold medal], given by the Del- 
kin company. There is a long list of prizes 
ang there will be almost enough to give 
every rider something. There is also a 
prize for the man who gets the first punct- 
ure and the last man in will be given a 
prize of all the soda water he can drink. 
This is a very appropriate prize, for the 
last man in will doubtless want something 
to drink very badly. 

The start will be made promptly at 5 
o’clock and the last man ought to be at 
the finish before 7 o‘clock, which will give 
the spectators time to reach the city by 
supper time. Every arrangement has been 
made so that there will not-be any hitches 
and the race will be pulled off in a smooth, 
sportsman-like manner. 

This will probably be the only road race 
of the season and it will decide who is the 
best amateur racer in the city for this 
year. Twenty-five miles is a long race, but 
it will be run in the cool of the day and 
the riders will not suffer from the heat.

HARRIS WRITES OPEN LETTER 


Attacks Congressional Iecord of Judge 
Maddox. 
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CRITICISES JUDGE FUR REFUSING 


To Accept the Invitation for a Joint 
Debate—Charges That Congress- 
man Neglected His Duty. 


Cartersville, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Hon. 
J. W. Harris, who is opposing Judge J. W. 
Maddox, the present incumbent, in the race 
for congress from the seventh district, has 
written an open letter to the latter in whica 
he vigorously attacks his congressiona! 
record, laying particular stress on the con- 
tinuous “‘absenteeism,’’ of wiuch he claims 
Representative Maddox is guilty. The let- 
ter opens with a criticism of Judge Mad- 
dox for failing to accept his adversary’s 
invitation for a meeting. Following is Mr. 
Hartfis's language: 

“In response to my brief request that 
you meet me m Rome on Saturday, May 
Zist, for the purpose of having a joint dis- 
cussion, you write quite a lengthy reply 
which I judge was intended for publication, 
especially since it appeared in The Consti- 
tution before it reached my office. 

‘You declined the invitation which I 
addressed you, although the place of meet- 
ing which I appointed was th your own 
town *and among your own people, end 
although the time appointed was such as 
you could well have attended. The rcason 
you gave for not coming was that you 
could not leave your post of duty—that the 
public interest would suffer if you did—and 
the inference you sought to have drawn 
was that should you meet me in Rome on 
that day the wheels of the government 
would have stopped, or the interest o 
this district would have suffered. 

“That you could have come had you 
wished to do so is shown by the fact that 
on Thursday before 3 o’clock p. m. con- 
gress adjourned over until Monday and you 
did not have to attend any session of con- 
gress between those days.”’ 

Referring to his charges of absenteeism, 
Mr. Harris says: 

“From examir.ation of your record I find 
that you have obtained from congress 
frequent leave of absence for ‘one day,’ 
frequemt leaves of absence ‘for ten days’ 
at a time, frequent leaves of absence for 
‘Indefinite’ periods, and one leave of ab- 
gence for the ‘rest of the session;’ you 
might well have gotten leave of absence 
to have met me that one day. 

“You were wrong in ascribing insincerity 
to me im this invitation, for still another 
Treason, and my reasons you will observe 
are made up of facts disclosed by your 
congressional record. Had congfess been 
in session, as it was not, this would have 
afforded me no reason to think that you 
would not have left your post of duty; for 
the record discloses, that if your post of 
duty was your presence in comgress when 
bills involving perhaps millions of dollars 


-tn ‘the aggregate were put upon their pass 


age that you had frequently left it before, 
and what had been so often repeated in the 
past might well have occurred again. 
‘You say in your letter in respon 
invitation that this ims such a 
time,’ ‘that conditions here are becoming 
more and more acute every day.’ Permit 
me to ask you, is the time more critical 
now, are the conditions more acute now 
than they’ were on April 224, 25th and 26, 
1898,. when the war measures were being 
passed upon, and will you permit me to 
further ask how and why it was that on 
these days rolls were called and votes 
were taken and the record — =: dis- 
close that the seventh congressional dis- 
trict of Georgia had no representative upon 
the floor -* congress to voice their wishes 
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,a@hd express their desires?’ 


Mr. Harris thus attacks his opponent 
from another stamdpoint: 

“The people are aware that congressmen 
do rot deal niggardly with themselves. The 
back salary grab showed this. The «ote 
of private secretaries to each congress- 
man, which enables them to put some one 
of their friends or near kinsmén into an 
easy job at the government’s expense shows 
this, and in your case, if I am correctly 
informed, instead of giving this post to 
some of your constituents you have Fept 
it in the family.”’

Proaches a Strong Sermon on City Forces 
Last Night. 


COMPLIMENTS ANNUAL PARADE 


Says City’s Departments Are Worthy 
of a Great Municipality, 


TALKS FORCIBLY OF CUT IN SALARIES 


Says One of Most Important Things 
Is To Keep Up Public School 
System. 


R. W. W. LANDRUM preached a 

strong sermon on the city forces at the 

First Baptist church last night and 
attackéd the city administration for cutting 
the Salaries of the teachers in the public 
schools. He diqd not hesitate to say what 
he thought of the schools and the effect the 
cut in salary would have. 

He also spoke of the displays made by 
the city departments during the spring in- 
spection last Tuesday and highly compli- 
mented each of them for the splendid show- 
ing made. He said that there was one 
great thing lacking, however, and that was 
the display that the city schools coula have 
made if the trouble and@ time had been put 
forth by the, board of education and Super- 
intendent to make a showing. He said he 
hoped another exhibition of the cit de- 
partment would never be made unless the 
schools were given an opportunity to show 
what was being accomplished by them. 

In part Dr. Landrum said: 

“Except the Lord keep the city, then the 
Lord is in the city. It was not a city be- 
yond the stars, not a realm of spirits into 
which the faithful are ushered after death. 
but social life existing on the earth. God 
makes the city. It is an old adage: ‘God 
made the country and man made the town.’ 
Nc; cities have always been the sources 
and centers of civilization. A jan®@ without 
cities is a land without commerce, a land 
without manufactures, a land without arts 
and sciences, schools and culture. Nine- 
ver, Babylon, Athens, Alexandria, Rome, 
Paris, London, Berlin, New York are the 
makers and monuments of national great- 
ness. A land without cities is a land with. 
out aggressive religion. It was in a city, 
the city of Jerusalem, that Goad revealed 
His presence. Cities were the first to we!- 
come and foster the dissemination of the 
gospel of Christ. From Jerusalem to Anti- 
och, -and from Antioch to Ephesus, and 
from Ephesus to Corinth, an@ from Corinth 
to Rome the gospel passed, capturing city 
after city, as the strategic points and the 
magazines of storage and supply for its 
world-wide advance on the strongholda, of 
superstition and sin. 

“Americans are becoming more and more 
a city-people. In 1853 only one-eighth of 
our population lived in the cities of 8,000 or 
over. Now considerably more than one- 
fourth. The moral population does not 
and cannot’ keep pace with the increase 
of the cities. Everything goes to show 
that the cities must get larger and larger 
and become more and more influential. The 
cities, in a word, are the battlefields where 
all the great economic, social, political, 
moral and religious issues are to be fought 
out. Save-the cities or our civilization and 
religion are lost. 

“Atianta is the city to us. Like Paul, 
every ome of us probably exclaims: ‘I am 
a citizen of no mean city.’ And we 
shrewdly suspect the truth of the saying 
that there are but two kinds of Georgians, 
those who live in Atlanta and those who 
wish they could. ‘Except the Lord keep 
the city the watchman waketh in vain.’ 

“Last week, Tuesday morning, our great 
newspaper quickemed our municipal pa- 
triotism by such flaming sentences as these: 
‘The city forces to march today; the day 
for the annual inspection of the uniformed 
forces of tthe city government. The occa- 
sion will probably be the most successful 
of its kind ever held in Atlanta; the parade 
will be nearly two miles lomg; large crowds 
of v‘sitors will be in the city to see how 
Atlanta’s city government is rwun,.”’ and 
much more of the same kind, Naturally, 
as a patriotic citizen. I wished to behold 
the grand parade of the city forces and 
eo found a seat among the ‘city fathers’ 
on a platform erected to give them the 
best possible view. First came the. police 
force of 120 men, marching with soldierly 
Step, a me-ble body of defenders of our life 
and property—physically, mentally and 
morally superb. 

. “Then came the fire department, if any- 
thing better organized and equipped with 
wonderful discipline and an almost un+ 
paralleled record of promptness and fidel- 
ity. And then the sanitary department, 
with wagons and carts and brooms enough 
to keep clean a city as large and as rotten 
as Havana itself. The exhibition was 
praiseworthy; it was inspiring, uplifting: 
it scarcely left anything to be desired, and 
my blood beat fast witn patriotic pride as 
I shouted inwardly: ‘I am a citizen of no 
mean city—the first city of the first state 
in all the southland. Surely, no thieves can 
rob us, nor murderefs kill us, nor fire con- 
sume us, nof disease waste us, nor pestil- 
ence plunge us into grief and the grave 
before our 'time.’’ When it was all over, I 
found myself inquiring: ‘Are these, after 
all, thee city’s forces? Is this the exhibi- 
tion of those agencies which do the city 
most good, build up its prosperity, attract 
population, increase wealth, develop char- 
acter, enlarge life and make imperishable 
history?’ . The more I thought about it, the 
more I became convinced that the city’s 
forces are not all told when you enumerate 
the police, fire and sanitary departments of 
the municipak government; the best and 
greatest are not mentioned. There are 
forces behind, above and before all these 


partments are insignificant and worthless. 

“The first of these to which I ask atten- 
tion is the school in general and the public 
schools, the city’s own schools in particular. 
What an exhibition that would have been— 
@ grand parade of the éleven or twelve 
thousand pupils of our public schools, ied 
by those men and women who are shaping 
the character and conduct of ‘the greater 
Atlanta’ yet to be. Educators are a 
mightier power than the ‘city fathers’ with 
all -thefr departments. Ed is the 
city’s principal need—the t g& of the 
minds of the fu.ure citizen to teach its 
highest possible growth and to do its best 
possible work; it means discipline and de- 
velopment on the one hand and the apqui- 
sition of useful facts on the other. Milton 
declared the need of education to be the fit- 
ting of the recipient for all the duties of 
life in public or private, in peace or in war. 

‘‘Municipal patriotism requires that the 
course of study should be not narrow, but 
comprehensive; not swperficial, but thor- 
ough; not theoretic, but practical, and to 
a valuable increare of the city’s resources. 
For such results we need teachers of the 
very highest quality of qualifications and 
character. And it is conceded that we have 
them. How have we shown our apprecia- 
tion of them? How hase the city treated 
them? 

‘In June, 1896;

HARRIS WRITES OPEN LETTER 


Attacks Congressional Iecord of Judge 
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His audierce was af 
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‘more and more acute every day.’ 


Maddox. 
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CRITICISES JUDGE FUR REFUSING 


To Accept the Invitation for a Joint 
Debate—Charges That Congress- 
man Neglected His Duty. 


Cartersville, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Hon. 
J. W. Harris, who is opposing Judge J. W. 
Maddox, the present incumbent, in the race 
for congress from the seventh district, has 
written an open letter to the latter in whica 
he vigorously attacks his congressiona! 
record, laying particular stress on the con- 
tinuous “‘absenteeism,’’ of wlhuch he claims 
Representative Maddox is guilty. The let- 
ter opens with a criticism of Judge Mad- 
dox for failing to accept his adversary’s 
invitation for a meeting. Following is Mr. 
Hartis’s language: 

“In response to my brief. request that 
you meet me m Rome on Saturday, May 
Zist, for the purpose of having a joint dis- 
cussion, you write quite a lengthy reply 
which I judge was intended for publication, 
especially since it appeared in The Consti- 
tution before it reached my office. 

“You declined the invitation which I 
addressed you, although the place of meet- 
ing which I appointed was ih your own 
town ®*and among your own people, end 
although the time appointed was such as 
you could well have attended. The reason 
you gave for not coming was that you 
could not leave your post of duty—that the 
public interest would suffer if you did—and 
the inference you sought to have drawn 
was that should you meet me in Rome on 
that day the wheels of the government 
would have stopped, or the interest of 
this district would have suffered. 

“That you could have come had you 
wished to do so is shown by the fact that 
on Thursday before 3 o’clock p. m. con- 
gress adjourned over until Monday and you 
did not have to attend any session of con- 
gress between those days.”’ 

Referring to his charges of absenteeism, 
Mr. Harris says: 

“From examiration of your record I find 
that you have obtained from congress 
frequent leave of absence for ‘one day,’ 
frequent leaves of absence ‘for ten days 
at a time, frequent leaves of absence for 
‘indefinite’ periods, and one leave of ab- 
gence for the ‘rest of the session;’ you 
might well have gotten leave of absence 
to have met me that one day. 

“You were wrong in ascribing insincerity 
to me im this invitation, for still another 


; reason, and my reasons you will observe 


are made up of facts disclosed by your 
congressional record. Had congfess been 
in session, as it was not, this would have 
afforded me no reason to think that you 
would not have left your post of duty; for 
the record discloses, that if your post of 
duty was your presence in congress when 
bills involving perhaps millions of dollars 
-in ‘the aggregate were put upon their pass- 
age that you had frequently left it before, 


past might well have occurred again. 

“You say in your letter in response tom 
invitation that this ig such a critica 
time,’ ‘that conditions here are becoming 
Permit 
me to ask you, is. the time more critical 
now, are the conditions more acute now 
than they’ were on April 224, 25th and 26, 
1898, when the war measures were being 
passed upon, and will you permit me to 
further ask how and why it was that on 
these days rolls were called and votes

Mr. Harris thus attacks his opponent 
from another stamdpoint: 

“The people are aware that congressmen 
do rot deal niggardly with themselves. The 
back salary grab showed this. The ‘ote 
of private secretaries to each congress- 
man, which enables them to put some one 
of their friends or near kinsméh into an 
easy job at the government's expense shows 
this, and in your case, if I am eorrectly 
informed, instead of giving this post to 
some of your constituents you have rept 
it in the family.”’ 

Mr. Harris severely denounces the John- 
son bills. now pending, to appropriate extra 
moneys to parties in contest suits over and 
above the regular allowance and has to 
say of Judge Maddox's share in it:

A jan@ without 
cities is a land without commerce, a land 
without manufactures, a land without arts 
and sciences, schools and culture. Nine- 
ver, Babylon, Athens, Alexandria, Rome, 
Paris, London, Berlin, New York are the 
makers and monuments of national great- 
ness. A land without cities is a land with- 
out aggressive religion. It was in a city, 
the city of Jerusalem, that Goa revealed 
His presence. Cities were the first to we!- 
come and foster the dissemination of the 
gospel of Christ. From Jerusalem to Anti- 
och, and from Antiech to Ephesus, and 
from Ephesus to Corinth, an@ from Corinth 
to Rome the gospel passed, capturing city 
after city, as the strategic points and the 
magazines of storage and supply for its 
world-wide advance on the strongholds of 
superstition and sin. 

“Americans are becoming more and more 
a city-people. In 188 only one-eighth of 
our population lived in the cities of 8,000 or 
over. Now considerably more than one- 
fourth. The moral population does not 
and cannot’ keep pace with the increase 
of the cities. Everything goes to show 
that the cities must get larger and larger 
and become more and more influential]. The 
ties, in a word, are the battlefields where 
all the great economic, social, political, 
moral and religious issues are to be fought 
out. Save-the cities or our civilization and 
religion are lost. 

“Atianta is the city to us. Like Paul, 
every ome of us probably exclaims: ‘I am 
a citizen of no mean city.” And we 
shrewdly suspect the truth of the saying 
that there are but two kinds of Georgians, 
those who live in Atlanta and those who 
wish they could. ‘Except the Lord keep 
the city the watchman waketh in vain.’ 

“Last week, Tuesday morning, our great 
newspaper quickened our municipal pa- 
triotism by such flaming sentences as these: 
‘The city forces to march today; the day 
for the annual inspection of the uniformed 
forces of .the city government. The occa- 
sion will probably be the most successful 
of its kind ever held in Atlanta; the parade 
will be nearly two miles lomg; large crowds 
of v:sitors will be in the city to see how 
Atlanta’s city government is run.’ and 
much more of the same kind, Naturally, 


the grand parade of the city forces and 
60 found a seat among the ‘city fathers’ 
6n a platform erected to give them the 
best possible view. First came the police 
force of 120 men, marching with soldierly 
step, a mcble body of defenders of our life 
and property—physically, mentally and 
morally superb. 

. “Then came the fire department, if any- 
thing better organized and equipped with 
wonderful discipline and an almost un+ 
paralleled record of promptness and fidel- 
ity. And then the sanitary department, 
with wagons and carts and brooms enough 
to keep clean a city as large and as rotten 
as Havana itself. The exhibition was 
praiseworthy; it was inspiring, uplifting: 
it scarcely left anything to be desired, and 
my blood beat fast witn patriotic pride as 
I shouted inwardly: ‘I am a citizen of no 
mean city—the first city of the first state 
in all the southland. Surely, no thieves can 
rob us, nor murderefs kill us, nor fire con- 
sume us, nof disease; waste us, nor pestil- 
ence plunge us into grief and the grave 


as a patriotic citizen, I wished to behold |

In that way Atlanta al- 
ready phenomenal in its growth, will ele- 
vate its character, increase its population 
and largely augment its taxable values.

ing gereration, and to a proper treatment 
of their duly commissioned educators ‘the 
watchword,’ the police watchman, the fire 
watchman. the sanitary watchman walk- 
eth in vain.”

When it was all over, I 
found myself inquiring: ‘Are these, after 
all, thee city’s forces? Is this the exhibi- 
tion of those agencies which do the city 
most good, build up its prosperity, attract 
population, increase wealth, develop char- 
acter, enlarge life and make imperishable 
history?” . The more I thought about it, the 
more I became convinced that the city’s 
forces are not all told when you enumerate 
the police, fire and sanitary departments of 
the municipak government; the best and 
greatest are not mentioned. There are 
forces behind, above and before all these 
departments, and without which these de-. 
partments are insignificant and worthless. 
“The first of these to which I ask atten- 
tion is the school in genera! and the public 
schools, the city’s own schools in particular, 
What an exhibition that would have been— 
@ grand parade of the eleven or twelve 
thousand pupils of our public schools, ied 
by those men and women who are shaping 
the character and conduct of ‘the greater 
Atlanta’ yet to be. Educators are a 
mightier power than the ‘city fathers’ with 
all -thefr departments. Education is the 
city’s principa] need—the training of the 
minds of the fui.ure citizen to teach its 
highest possible growth and to do its best 
possible work; it means discipline and de- 
velopment on the one hand and the agqui- 
sition of useful facts on the other. Milton 
declared the need of education to be the fit- 
ting of the recipient for all the duties of 
life in public or private, In peace or in war. 
‘“Municipal patriotism requires that the 
course of study should be not narrow, but 
comprehensive; not superficial, but thor- 
ough; not theoretic, but practical, and to 
a valuable increase of the city’s resources.

Fulton county’s grand jury will hold a 
s@ssion next Friday, at which there will be 
a large number of important cases to come 
up for consideration and many indictments 
against criminals are expected. The busi- 
ness has accumulated until the jury has 
now enough on hand to meet and consider. 

A number of crimes have been committed 
in the county which have not yet received 
the attention of the grand jury, as the per- 
sons who are suspected have just been 
caught. 

The jai] is full of supposed crooks and 
people who have been arrested and charged 
with many offenses committed in the past 
month in the city and county. These cases 
will be brought before the jury and the 
usual barge number of witnesses will be 
Summoned to deliver testimony in the cases 
Which will be taken under consideration. 

On next Monday Judge Candler will hola 
the Fulton county criminal court and it 
Promises to be one of the mos: interesting 
Sessions the court has had this year. A 
large number of important cases will come 
befure him for disposal an@ the court will 
last probably more than a week. 

A number of murder cases, all of which 
have a thread of mystery running through 
them, will be taken up. The case of the 
state against Cox will be one of the first. 
The prisoner is charged with the murder of 
John Conley, several months ago at East 
Point. It is claimed by the defense that 
the crime was comunitted in self-defense 
and that Conley was attempting to kill 
Cox at the time. 

The prisoner charged will the killing of 
young Marcus Clark will be brought before 
the court. Principally among thege is King 
Riggins, who is said to be the one who did 
the shooting. There are others who are 
Said to be implicated. 

The most noetorious ease that will be 
heard will be that of the state against the 
Houseworths, for the murder ot Mr. and 
Mrs. Briley, in Maren. This erime caused 
a greater sensation than any one that has 
occurred here in some time and the singu- 
lar manner in which it was done and the 
fact that the perpetrators attempted to 
burn the house after the parties had been 
killed adds more interest to the crime. 

Besides these murders there is a long list 
of cases; that have interesting points in 
them and will require much time of th® 
court.

Judge Lumpkin decided that the preacher, 
Miles Boldes, who had filled the pulpit for 
& year, was not entitled to the pastorate 
any longer, as he was outvoted by the 
congregation on a question whether or not 
he should continue at the head of affairs. 

The difficulty between the two factions 
of the church has been going on for some 
time, and who should deliver the weekly 
lectures from the pulpit and administer to 
the spiritual needs of the éongregation 
has been the bone of contention. 

At one time the quarrel became 80 vio- 
lent that the factions came near having a 
riot, and police officers were called upon to 
put a stop to the turbulent spirits of the 
worshipers. When one faction occupied the 
pulpit, the other would not allow worship 
to continue, and vice versa with the other 
factiron. It was a tit-for-tat game, and 
those first in the pews were usually con- 
sidered by priority of time the ones to 
“hold the fort.” ; 

J. T. Brown, who was for a long time 
a prominent member of the church, was a 
short time ago, while holding the office of 
trustee, deposed from his position in the 
church, and also notified that his member- 
ship was not wanted, and that he had 
been expelled. This action was taken by 
the Boldes faction, and as soon as Brown 
learned who his enemies were he began to 
organize an opposition, which succeeded 
yesterday in crushing its enemy. 

Brown had a number of followers, and 
they came to him as his influence began to 
assert itself among the congregation. He 
soon had a majority of the bona fide mem- 
bers of the church on his side. But a large 
part of the congregation was what were 
called “watch-gare’’ members, and these 
held ‘the balance of power. 

Boldes had these on his side, and with 
them he could carry any point that was 
raised in the church, as they voted as he 
wished. In expelling Brown from the 
church Boldes is said to have voted, these 
‘‘watch-care’” members. Brown held that 
they had no right to vote on such a ques- 
tion, and appealed to the courts to settle 
whether the “watch-care’’ members were 
suffragists. 

The case was Carried. to the court by 
Boldes, who, through his attorneys, asked 
that an injunction be granted to restrain 
Brown end his followers from interfering 
with public worship. 

Brown e¢ wanted a preachér named 
Thrasher to fill the pulpit. The congrega- 
tion often voted on who should be the 
head of the church. Each time Boldes was 
victorious, as he would vote his ‘‘watch- 
care’’ members. 

. The argument of the bill for injunction 
was heard Saturday, and the attorneys for 
Brown held that a legal majority of the 
congregation was with him. The court 
held that the “‘watch-care’*’ members had 

right to vote, and consequently Brown 
Ma a majority of the rightful members on 
his side. 

Yesterday Thrasher was placed in charge 
of the church by Brown and his followers. 
Boldes was deposed, Brown was reinstated 
and the followers of Boldes threaten to 
withdraw and establish another church, 
which many of them declare they will do. 

Many loud “amens’’ were heard when the 
minister during the services yesterday said 
‘that the “sore troubles and worldly dis- 
sensions of the congregation of this church 
were at an end.”’
